IN S. AFRICA. 


INCIDENTS ALL 
OVER WORLD. 


HYDE PARK MELEE. 


London, May 1. 

Intense Communist agita- 
tion in all parts of the world 
failed ignominously to cause 
May Day disturbances, 
though there’ was a sensa- 
tional incident in Johannes- 
burg, Europeans and natives 
combining in an attack on the 
special preserves of the well- 
‘to-do, the Carlton Hotel and 
the Rand Club. 


Scuffes with the police led to 
arrests in many cities, but gen- 
erally spenking the Red demon- 
strations were of the palest pink. 
England again showed its lack 
of sympathy with the movement, 
no incident of any description 
occurring until late in the even- 
ing when four men were arrest- 
ed in Hyde Park, and a policeman 
was injured, following a scuffle 
between the polieé and a large 
and muinly orderly crowd. 


The nature of the ‘scenes clse- 
where are briefly described below: 


SPAIN. 


The divat Spanish Labour Day 
under the Republican rescime wis 
approved by — the Gaverninent 

éelebrated dn Madrid 
\ ssions whieh concentrat- 
ed pen at demonstration at the 
Prime Minister's residence, 
Senor Zamora and members ot his 
Cabinet appenced on the balcony 
aad were given a warm ovation. 
They were presentad with resolu: 
tions demanding the grant of vol- 
ing nowers at the age of 21, the 
ratification of the Washington 
Kight-Hour Dav Convention, and 
the amelioration of  anemploy- 
ment. ‘ 


SOUTH AFRICA. 


There were no events of impor: 
taneu outside Johannesburg, 
where, following a big demonstrn. 
tion, appreximately a thousand 
men, including  uropeans and 
natives, intlanied -by, Communist 
agitators, attempted to raid the 
fashionable Carlton Hotel and the 
Rand Club. Large numbers of 
potice were rushed to the scene on 
lorries and came into conflict with 
the raiders, arresting: seven Euro- 
peans and two natives after con- 
sidernble difficulty owing to the 
eatremely hostile attitude of the 
mob. 


GERMANY. 


May Day in Germany opened 
with the shooting and wounding 
of a policeman by a gang of Com- 
munists in Berlin, but the rest of 
the day passed ° without serious 
“clashes, The most important and 
serious affair was an nffray be- 
tween the Nazis (Fascists) and 
— Conmunists in the forecourt of 
the University, during: which the 
Communists succeeded in hoisting 
the Sovict flag over the buildings. 
It was goon hauled down. 

At “Munich, Communists at- 
tempted to break up a Socialist 
May Day celebration. They ston- 
ed the police who’ dispersed them 
with swords and batons. Seven 
policemen were injured. 


CUBA. 


' New York papers received re- 
ports from Havana, Cuba, stating 
that four dumonstrators were 
Killed = oand on) large number 
injured during demonstrations 
vin ,the strects-of the capi- 
tn. The demonstrators paraded, 
waving Communist flags and 
shouting: revolutionary . slogans, 
and- occasionally fring guns 
into the alr, They came into 
conflict with the police and a 
serious riot resulted in . the 
casualties described. .

One Dies After His 
Rescue: 


DAYS OF TERROR. 


Io de Janeiro, May J. 

The dramatle rescue of two 
Jtalian airmen who bad been lost 
in the dense forest jungles along 
the Amazon. wan described 
graphically to-day on the arrivict 
at San Paulo, Brazil, of the river 
steamer Iie Grand. 

The tragedy of the affair is that! 
one of the fers died’as the result | 
of his terrible experiences soon 
after he had been rescued, — [fis 
companion was also extremely 
weak, 

The pilot of the Ttallan plane, 
Robilant, told his rescuers a ter- 
rible tale of how he and his 
mechanic, Quarentes Gwho died 
aboard the Rio Grand) wandered 
for a fortnight in the Jungle, 
afraid to eeat the plants for fear 
they might be poisonous, : 

Overhend, on several days, they 
heard the droning of machines 
who were searching €or them, and 
which the loat men knew would 
never be able to spot them in the 
undergrowth. 

Both men wete on the verge of 
collapse when they xaw the river 
steamer ani tracted the atten- 
tion of the crew hy waving their 
torn clothing. The airmen made 
a forced landing. in the jungle 
about a fortnight ago und a frit. 
less search by air had resulted in 
their being given up for dead.—

READY FOR WAR. 


Canton, May 1. 

. The anti-Chiong Kai-shek 
feeling in Canton was exem- 
plified at a special session 
summoned by General Chan . 
Chai-tong at the .Provincial 
Kuomintang Headquarters 
this morning, when the 
‘Supervisory Committee, by 
an overwhelming majority, 
resolved to issue a declara- 
tion of independence, strong-— 
ly denouncing the malad. 
ministration of Marshal 
Chiang -Kai-shek. 


This denunciation of Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek is little short of 
an ultimatum to the Nanking 
Government and in consequence 
of this definite step, uneasiness 
among residents who fear an in- 
vasion from Kiangsi has been in- 
creased, 

Centring the atlack on Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek, the Canton de- 
claration describes the Nationalist 
Communder-in-Chief as a war-lord 
of the feudalistic school whose sole 
object in introducing the Provi- 
sional Constitution {s to expand his 
sphere of influence to the Provinces. 
The Constitution confers rights on 
the people and offers freedom of 
speech but this was completely 
ignored by Marshal Chiang Kai- 
shek when he ordered the detention 
in Nanking of the.Chairman of the 
Legislative. Council, Mr. Hu Han- 


Chinng’s Poor Excuse.

urcy elvillan affair, says the Vo Ce 
} Nows. The victim wan partially 
blinded for a number of houra and 
the aggressor, shocked with whnt ho 
hnd done, took his opponent off to the 
General Hospital, where his injuries 
were attended to. Ho left Shanghai 
on his ship early In the morning. 

Although on one occasion, the police 
enlled in British troops with bombs 
to overcome an armed bandit in tho 
fnmoua “Sydney Street” affair. in 
Wayalde two yenra ago, at no other 
time have clther forcignera» or 
Chinese resorted to gna to xcftte their 
differences. . The weapon employed 
wns nv fountain pen mustar ena 
bomb, » 

The principals in Sunday's affair 
were twa American  cttizens—the 
vietim n quartermaster .on the States 
Steamship Line str. Golden Sun and 
the other nm passenger on the samo 
verse! who disembarked from — the 
vearel and took up quarters in the 
Forelgn Y.M.C.A. The complainant 
before leaving port in the morn- 
ing, snid, In response to omcial 
queries, “1 do not wish to take any 
action against him. He was a little 
drunk when he did it." Other than 
slight sorencas and wenkners to his 
eyes, the quartermaster left port 
uninjured.

MESSRS, RUDOLF WOLFF'S | 
WEEKLY REPORT. :

On ‘somewhat heavy liquida- 
tlons and tho report that 
the shipments for this month 
would be as high aa 9,000 to 9,600 
tons, the market ensed off, and the 
break uncovered a fair number of 
atop-loas orders, which drove the 
forward price on Wednesday down 
to £115.6.0. The lower values 
however brought orders from con- 
sumera and America, and as the 
fal] hnd been rather overdone the 
previous day, thore was a sharp 
recovery to £118.6.0 yesterday 
afternoon. Although the market 
opened .at about this level to-day, 
prices enacd off until £117.2.6 was 
accepted, the close. however being 
slightly better. Some doubts have 
been expressed aa to whother the 
Tin Quota Scheme will operate 
favourably and function for’ 4 
sufiiciantly long period. One muat 
not be too pesalmistic about the 
heavy shipments which are coming 
forward, ns there possibly repre- 
sent the heavy anles which were 
made previaus to the Chinn New 
Year and also in probable an- 
ticipation of the Quota Scheme 
being agreed upon by the various 
Governments. Although the Tin- 
plate industry in this country. is 
only working about 697% capacity. 
Continental Works have Increased 
thelr output and in America pro- 
duction of tinplates ix about 75° 
capacity. Generally speaking, the 
trade demand for tin Is no worse 
and it now remains to be aeen 
whether, the reduced production 
will be enough te improve the 
statistical — position. Meanwhile 
at the lower prices a falr amount 
of influential support has becn 
given to the market and it is 
doubtful if there will be any fur-

Gateway of Country. 


Perhaps the most noteworthy 
work at present being enrried out 
by this railway is also of interost 
historically, On ‘the © spot, where 
General Wolfe landed at Quebec 
and won Canada for Britain 172 
years ago, a tunnel is now being 
driven from near Wolfe's Cove 
right under the Heights of Abra- 
ham. 

A great new deep-water dock has 
just been constructed in the shadow 
of the cliffa running from the 
Citadel to the battle-field, but its 
connexion with the existing rail- 
why system proved to be ‘a diffi- 
cult problem. For it is not possible 
to carve out of the face of the 
cliffa a ledge wide enough for. rail- 
way purposes, and 80 the only al- 
ternative was to fate the expense 
of tunnelling under the historic 
Heights.

The tunnel, which at one point is 
330 feot below the surface, involves 
the excavation and removal of some 
2,100,000 cubic feet of rock and 
soil, but when complete it will con- 
veritable gateway to 
Canada most suitably framed by 
such historic surroundings.

When enthusiastic motorists are 
ycithervd together it often happens 
that the ideal car or car specifica- 
tion will be discussed: Much 
forcefully expressed opinion may 
be heard on such occasions. ° As 
with nearly all arguments, how.

There ure two further common 
errors in this matter of appear- 
nonce. One is found jn the 
“swollen” hubs that have lately 
made their appearance, and the 
other in the eccentric and super- 
ornamented radiators of some of 
the new models. As to the huba, 
the form of a part is necessarily 
spoiled if some subsidiary func 
tHHon—dn this instance the hiding 
of the attachnivnt nuts—tis allow- 
od to dominate and deform the 
chief dimensions. Hubs embody- 
ing this idea are of necessity twice 
the size they should be, with disna- 
trous results to the appearance of 
the cnr. At any rate, that is the 
impression left, by them on my 
mind.
